A tornado, accompanied by to rren t­ 
ial rain and a lightning storm, struck 
near the (dty lake Tuesday afteinoon. 
demolishing the home of Ed Wuseley 
md doing much damage to 
other 
property in that vicinity. 
Mr and Mrs Wiseiey took refuge 
¡n their smoke house when the storm 
struck 
the flying timbers struck Mr. 
\\ iseiey in the head, killing him in ­ 
stantly w iiiie Mrs. Wiseiey was blown 
for probably a quarter of a mile so
